Britain indicated that those responsible had 
“very good information about the trade,” a 
leading diamond merchant said here. 


He was commenting on a press 
report that an “international 
syndicate” was behind the thefts. 

The merchant told reporters 
that London dealers had diseuss- 
ed_the recent wave of thefts. 

They had concluded that the 
underworld had discovered an 
improved method for the dlspos- 
al of diamonds just as it had for 
elgarettes, nylons, textiles and, 
more recently, banknotes. 

A Scotland Yard spokesman 
said there must be an assured 
market since no large-scale 
operation of this kind was plan- 
ned without one. 

But none of thelr sources of 
information suggested that there 
was o big ring in existence or 
a similar pattern In recent thefts 
in Britain, 

Mr Abraham Monickendam, 
another merchant ond the au- 
thor of n book on diamonds, said 
that although the sums Invelved 
in recent thefts seemed Jarge on 
paper, they were Insignificant In 
comparison with the volume of 
trade. : 

He suggested that Britain dealt 
with £75 nifilllon worth of rough 
stones cach year which, when 
cut, would appreciate in value to 
nearer £250 million. 

In comparison tv bis normal 
trading, the amount of stones 
which could pass through a 
reputable dealer's hands from 
illegal sources was very small. 

A recognised broker acting as 
a “front” for a erlme syndicate 
would be risking disaster for a 
small reward. 

Diamond trade circles sald the 
English market was extremely 
narrow, and disposal of stones 
outside the aegis of the dila- 
mond trading company was

One of the newest effects is 
the asymetricai belts, cut to dip 
down on one side, At Christian 
Dior, these belts fasten on one 
hip with a casunl loop or knot 
like a man's necktic. Other 
houses fasten costume belts with 
big bows, trimmed with brightly 
coloured embroidery or dangling 
tassels, Lanvin and Balmain use

Madeleine de 
Rauch shows starched white 
pique flowers fastencd to the 
revers of sults.

Pierre Cardin often replaces 
buttons by fruit or flowers. Ho 
closes sult jackets with parma 
violets or a drooping spray of 
wisteria blossoms. Another Car- 
din trademark is seen in life- 
size bunches of grapes or 
cherries, Incquered every colour 
of the rainbow. 


Even stockings come in lively 
new shades, contributing to the 
overall “new look" in colour.

Police Divisional Superin- 
tendent, that he had no com- 
plaints to make when asked that 
question.
